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Atlanta Arrests Set New 
High Record in 1928, 
Moderation League 

| Reports. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—(4)—The 
Moderation League in its annual sur- 
vey of conditions under national pro- 
hibition, released today, quotes po- 
lice department statistics from 565 
places to show that arrests for drunk- 
enness in 1928 increased 5.5 per cent 
over 1927. 

This total of 743,369 arrests, which 
the report said had been increasing 
steadily since 1924 when the first sta- 


ttistics were compiled by the league, 


is 106,872 greater than that year. In 
1927 the total was 704,336. 

The league, which gives as its aim 
“the restoration of temperance,” con- 
cludes from these figures and other 
detailed statistics that the “Volstead 
act has failed utterly to do what it 
was intended to do, namely, promote 
temperance and sobriety.” 


Wet and Dry. 


Classifying the states as “wet” and 
“dry” on the basis of whether they 
had state prohibition acts before pass- 
age of the Volstead act, the league 
reports that in 1914 in the 261 places 
reporting in the “wet” states there 
were 418,498 arrests for drunkenness 
and from the 115 places reporting in 
the dry states, 104,243. In 1928 fig- 
ures from the same number of places 
werec Wet states, 431,480, an in- 
crease of 3 per cent; dry states, 145,- 
164, an increase of 39 per cent. 

_ Quoting from census bureau figures 
in. death, rates from alcoholism in the 
“wet” and “dry” states, the league 
Says that in all of the 28 “dry” states 
reporting, except Maine, there has 
been an increase in death rates from 
this eause. Of the 12 “wet” states 
from which statistics were gathered, 
all show a lower dverage over the past 
10 years than in the previous 10 sa- 
loon years. 

Atlanta’s High Mark.

UF EXTRA RIGHTS 


Will Continue to Try 


Citizens in Consular 
Courts Despite Mandate 
From Nationalists. 


BY C. P. WILLIAMSON, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—(£)— 

Activities of American consular courts 
in China, which deal with the judici- 
ary requirements of the 11,000 citi- 
zens of the United States in the far- 
eastern republic, will continue after 
January 1 with cases concerning 
their nationals. 

Despite any mandate of the Nan- 
king government decreeing abolition 
of the extraterritorial rights of Amer- 
ican citizens in China, the American 
government will take stringent meas- 
ures to maintain these rights, 

Beyond the statement of Secretary 
Stimson that the United States would 
stand firmly on its attitude expressed 
in the note of August 10 to the Chi- 


nese government, state department of- 
ficials have declined to comment on 
the mandate issued by the Chinese 
declaring the abolition of the extra- 
territorial rights of foreigners resid- 
ing in or visiting the republic. 

Must Revise Code. 


Secretary Stimson in a_ note to 
the Chinese government Avgust 10 
on the subject of extraterritoriality, 
indicated that it was the opinion of 
the United States that gradual re- 
linquishment of the extraterritorial 
rights could not take place until the 
Chinese had established and made ef- 
fective a code of laws shaped accord- 
ing to the-modéta. concepts. of. juris- 
prudence. 

At the same time, the American 
government declared its willingness 
to enter into conversations with the 
Chinese looking toward devising a 
method for such gradual relinquish- 
ment of the extraterritorial 
under which American citizens in 
China, roughly speaking, are subject 
only to the laws of their own coun- 
try. These laws are administered by 
the so-called consular courts and mix- 
ed courts, dealing with different types 
of cases in which Americans in China 
are involved. 

Treaties between the two countries, 
dating back to 1844 granted these 
rights to Americans in China. ,The 
treaty of peace, amity and commerce 
between the two nations signed in 
1844 stipulated that: 

“The subjects of China who may

Richard Winn, Caught in 
Chattanooga, Admits 
Long Line of Holdups in 
Atlanta. 


A series of robberies which have 
long baffled Atlanta police. were 
cleared Sunday night with the con- 
fession of Richard Winn, negro, that 
he and another negro, James Rucker, 
who was killed the night of Septem- 
ber 20, when the pair attempted to 
hold up Motorman C. O. Head at the 
end of the West Fair street car line, 
had jointly executed a series of rob- 
beries uetting them more than $400 
and other loot. 

On September 6, according to police 
records, Winn and his companion, 
Kiucker, attempted to hold up a 
street car at the end of the West 
Fair street car line. Motorman Head 
opened fire upon them and _ killed 
Rucker, but Winn escaped. He was 
arrested in Chattanooga November 20 
and held for the Atlanta officers. 

When brought here Sunday Winn 
was identified by S. Rich as the negro 


‘who held up and robbed his grocery 


store at 549 Markham street August 
11 and took $75. Marshall Gaines, 
employe of Rich, also identified Winn 
as the bandit. Jake Richmond, who 
operates a grocery at 683 Greensferry 
avenue, also identified Winn as the

of $84 in cash. 


When questioned the prisoner con- 
fessed that en July 13 he and Ruek-

ROME, Dec. 29.—(#)—Dino Grandi, 
Italian foreign minister, today inform- 
ed the Associated Press that ““Premier 
Mussolini has formally declared that 
Italy is ready to reduce armaments to 
the minimum, provided other countries 
are ready to do the same.” The policy 
of the Italian delegation to the Lon- 
don naval conference, he said, would 
be based on this principle. 

Signor Grandi said he was particu- 
larly impressed by the idealism and 
practical ideas of President Hoover’s 
Armistice Day speech. He considered 
Mr. Hoover's words, particularly his 
proposal to give food ships immunity 
in wartime, of enormous interest to 
Italy. 

Though Signor Grandi considers dis- 
armament “perhaps the most impor- 
tant, but at the same time the most 
difficult problem ever faced by hu- 
manity,” he indicated he felt “opti- 
mism rather than pessimism concern- 
ing the outcome of the conference.” 

“I see no reason to be pessimistic,” 
said the foreign minister. “The con- 
versations of the last few munths be- 


tween the five interested powers 
showed several points of contact ex- 
ist, though divergencies also are not 
lacking. 

“This is most natural. It would, 
in fact, be unreasonable te-expect all 
the difficulties connected with a prob- 
lem of the Yastness of disarmament tu 
be eliminated with ease in preliminary 
conversations.

“My grandfather.” said Dr. Milli- 
kan, “is yndoubtedly farther away 
from me than he was from Tutank- 
hamen in the way he conducted his 
daily life. In his prejudices and 
superstitions,” and because of this 
vast change. Dr. Millikan held the 
“nresent spirit of revolt—the craze 
for the sensational, ‘for the new re- 
gardiess of truth.” partly due to 
science. He said the public will learn 
that science does not discard the past, 
and follow the lead of science away 
from sensationalism.

Would Eliminate Judge McCormick. 

Senator Harris went further and 
declared that Judge Paul McCormick, 
one of the Hoover commissioners, 
should be eliminated from the com- 
mission by President Hoover... Me- 
Cormick is a federal district judge 
in southern California and was ap- 
pointed on the commission with the 
general understanding that he is 
strongly in favor of prohibition. At 
least he has been noted for hard ap- 
plications of the law to offenders 
against prohibition. 

But at his home in Los Angeles 
on Christmas eve Judge McCormick 
gave an interview in which he hotly 
criticized “governmental lawlessness” 
in efforts to enforce prohibition, espe- 
cially in cases where federal agents 
invade and search private homes 
without legal warrants to authorize 
them. ; 

Senator Harris construed the state- 
ments made by Judge McCormick as 
“encouragement to the ~iolators of 
the prohibition law” and calculated 
to increase contempt for the law. 
Therefore he deemed Judge McCor- 
mick unfit to make an impartial in- 
vestigation of the prohibition situa- 
tion and suggested that he should be 
taken off the. commission. 


The Senator’s Position Misrepresented 

The senator's suggestion has started 
a flood of editorial and contributed 
criticisms of his position and divided 
even his prohibitionist senatorial col- 
leagues. The complaint against Sen- 
ator Harris is that he went too far 
in denouncing the statement by Judge 
McCormick concerning unwarranted 
searches of private homes, and urging 
his retirement from the commission 
for making such a statement. 


It is far-fetched for anyone to 
charge that Senator Harris believes 
for a moment that it is right for 
any officers, prohibition or other, to 
enter private homes at will and with- 
out lawful warrants. He holds no 
such views. He was not protesting 
the right of a citizen to have his home 
immune from the capricious inva- 
sions of unwarranted officers. He 
knows too well the history of pre- 
revolutionary days when such things 
helped Americans to revolt against 
the English government. He is as 
jealous of the sanctity of a man's 
home as any wet in all America, and 
it is unjust to represent him as wish- 
ing for prohibition enforcement by 
any unlawful means.

Rumors Exude From the Commission 


What interests and possibly excites 
Senator Harris and many other prohi- 
bition leaders are the rumors that 
exude from the Hoover commission's 
chambers. Whether true or false 
they are spreading an understanding 
that a majority of the commission 
will eventually report that the Vol- 
stead act contains terms in excess of 
the warrants of the 18th amendment 
and that experience has proved are 
unenforceable to any practical degree. 

It is believed that the commission 
will recommend such modifications 
and interpretations of the law as will 
confine federal enforcement to those 
liquor offenses that are manifestly 
violative of the amendment proper, 
such as illicit manufacture of intoxi- 
cating liquors, their smuggling into 
the country, and their interstate 
transportation. They would, if cor- 
rectly reported, leave bootlegging, 
speakeasies, intrastate rum running 
and home distilling and hrewing to be 
dealt with wholly by state agencies 
and courts. 

That is, they will hold that the 
“concurrent power’ enumerated in 
the 18th amendment can be thus di- 
vided between the nation and the 
state—which is A quite novel view.

A BAIRN TAKES TO FLAX- 
SEEDS. 


A while ago a correspondent told 


'us here how her doctor had warned 
her 


off from flaxseeds, which, the 
doctor feared, might accidentally lodge 


_in her appendix and cause grave trou- 


ble. In my kindly, gentle way I haw- 


cal faculty. 


Today a mother occupies the pulpit: 
Dear Dr. Brady: 

I wish to tell you about flax- 
seeds, and the many other benefits 
our family has had from your 
article on the subject. 

A cereal called (uncooked ) 
appealed to my_ five-year-old 
daughter, and I believe it is near- 
ly all flaxseeds. That has helped 
her a great deal. 

My baby is 10 months old, 
weighs 19 pounds, and is a fine, 
healthy, laughing baby. Ever 
since birth she has been_consti- 
pated. (Editorial note: We'll ar- 
gue this point after mother fin- 
ishes her story.) The doctor had 
me give her medicine. About two 
months ago ] saw your recom- 
mendation of flaxseeds and decid- 
ed to try your advice on the 
baby, too, (Editorial note: Babies 
are rather worse off than dogs 
about that.) 

I boiled 5 c. milk, added 2 ta- 
blespoonfuls wheat cereal, 11-2 
tablespoonfuls of the cereal con- 
taining the flaxseeds, for 40 min- 
utes. Removed from fire and 
added 4 tablespoonfuls of dextri- 
maltose, This was fed eight 
ounces at a time every four hours. 

I had no success feeding her 
cereal with a spoon, and this way 
I know she gets it. From that 
day to this she has had normal 
bowel action. Up to the time I 
added the flaxseeds she was ex- 
tremely constipated and would 
scream with distress, and no won- 
der. Very rarely now I give her 
milk of magnesia. In the near fu- 
ture I'm going to put plain flax- 
seeds into her milk and cereal. 

I wish you would tell mothers 
not to be afraid to give flaxseeds 
to a young child. My baby has had 
flaxseeds since she was eight 
months old, and I wish I had 
known before about it. 

In addition to the above diet I 
give my baby vegetables (most of 
which she spits out) and orange 
juice, crackers, zwiebach, crusts 
of bread and butter.

TARDIEU TO KNOCK 
OFF ROUGH EDGES. 

PARIS, Dec. 29.—(United News.) 
Premier Andre Tardieu hopes by per- 
sonal conversations with United 
States Ambassador Walter Edge and 
Prime Minister J. Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, of England, to smooth away any 
rough edges that may have developed 
from France's declaration of naval 
policy.

He therefore will meet MacDonald 
on the afternoon of January 19, with 
a view to clearing up the misunder- 
standing. The premier conferred twice 
last week with Edge and is expected 
to continue the conferences until he

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Dec. 29. 
(United News.) — Emancipation of 
women and lack of manners should 
not be confused by young women of 
today, Queen Marie of Rumania told 
the United News in a special New 
Year message to modern women. 


The queen, whose beauty and clev- 
erness once weighed heavily in Balkan 
politics, and who must be counted in 
every estimate of the Rumanian polit- 
ical development, has little use for the 
“noisy, ignorant and self-assured type 
of young woman,” but she firmly be- 
lieves in the merits of the modern gen- 
eration, , 


It was with evident reluctance that 
Queen Marie gave her opinions of 
flapperism, the royal spokeswoman of 
the court indicated. The queen’s 
opinions were given through the court 
spokeswoman, in reply to questions 
submitted by the United News. 

“There are many more vital prob- 
lems of the hour than that of flap- 
perism,”’ the queen protested. 

Indeed, Queen Marie consented to 

express her views on this topic, it 
was strongly emphasized, “only be- 
cause her majesty’s sympathies are 
extended so readily to the young, to 
their ambitions, hopes, aims and ac- 
tivities.” 
. “Young girls.” declared the queen, 
should certainly be sufficiently well 
educated to be allowed to go about 
alone and behave themselves.” 

Again, Queen Marie disclaimed any 
vestige of sympathy with what she 
termed “those self-sure young things 
who sprawl unbecomingly on all sofas, 
grant no respect to their elders or sit 
on tables with legs crossed and cigar- 
ets hanging from their lips. 

_“Emancipation of women and lack 
of manners are not the same thing, as 
some members of the young generation 
seem to believe,” the 4ueen remarked. 

Her majesty’s profound sympathy 
with young people, the queen eluci- 
dated, is reflected in her own attitude 
toward her daughter, Princess Ileana. 
_ “Princess Ileana,” the queen said, 
“is allowed to act independently. The 
princess works for the Y. W. C. A., 
for schools and hospitals, is the spon- 
sor of the naval league and the head 
of the girl guides. 

“In all these affairs,” Queen Marie 
added, “I agree that she should act on 
her own initiative.” 

The queen divulged, however. that 
she does not permit Princess Ileana 
to smoke,

marriage customs which, to the west- 
erner, appear primitive and = anti- 
quated. It is still usual for parents 
to arrange marriages without their 
children’s knowledge or consent.

Queen Marie discussed these aspects 
of marriage frankly: 

“No sensible woman with a warm 
heart, such as that of Queen Marie,

Explaining the marriage customs 
of Rumania, the queen said: 

“Foreigners should be sure to re- 
member that many European coun- 
tries do not possess legislation, such 
as that of the United States, which 
may oblige a divorced husband or one 
guilty of desertion to support his wife. 
Lacking such laws, a dowry which 
grants a woman the possibility of in- 
dependence is not quite useless. 

“That women should nevertheless 
cultivate vocations is entirely natu- 
ral.” Queen Marie added. 3 

The queen, in conclusion, evinced a 
desire to discuss the treatment which 
the American press has accorded her- 
self and her family. 

“That treatment,” said the queef, 
“has not always been fair. On occa- 
sions I have been amazed by the ab- 
surdity of reports published abroad 
concerning myself. We may smile at 
some elaborate nonsense, but it can 
become irritating, too.”

International Political 
Conditions Are Improved, 
Domestic Affairs Threaten 


Five-Power Naval Con- 
ference in Next Three 
Weeks Outstanding 
Event in World News.

The bells of 1930, according to re- 
cent foreign news dispatches, seem 
destined to ring in a year of for- 
ward achievement in international re- 
lations. There are in prospect, how- 
ever, deep undertones of domestic po- 
litieal strifes that will tax the skill 
of cabinets. 

Foremost among coming events in 
the international field is the five- 
power naval conference, due to begin 
in London three weeks hence. A. V. 
Alexander, first lord of the British 
admiralty, predicted in the house of 
commons on the eve of the holiday 
adjournment of that body that the 
conference would be the most epoch- 
making that the world has seen. 

This sentiment was echoed by Rei- 
jiro Wakatsuki, head of the Japanese 
delegation,. who said as he landed in 
England: 

“It is with high hopes that we 
come to London.” 

Then there is the coming second 
conference on reparations at The 
Hague, charged with agreeing upon 
details for putting into effect the 
Young plan. A year ago that plan 
was only embryonic. If all goes well, 
it will be in full force early in the 
new year. 

The council of the League of Na- 
tions is to assemble in about a fort- 
night for a session which promises to 
produce reports of progress in the ac- 
tivities which center in Geneva. Later 
the league hopes to sponsor a general 
disarmament conference covering land, 
sea and air forces, 

Protocol Signed. 

Russia and China have signed a 
protocol restoring the July status of 
the Chinese Eastern railway in Man- 
churia. They have agreed to confer 
in Moscow late in January over 
restoration of full diplomatic rela- 
tions, 

France has notified the other four 
powers concerned in the naval con- 
ference of a wish to broaden the scope 
of that gathering. The proposal is 
that not only comparative fleet 
Strengths be taken up but also that 
& non-aggression act be negotiated 
among the Mediterranean powers. It 
is the idea of the Paris cabinet that 
if this can be accomplished, the Ital- 
ian argument for naval parity with 
her continental neighbor will sag. 

To reach this stage of thought 
France argued that the basic idea of 
the conference should be the covenant 
of the League of Nations rather than 
the Kellogg anti-war pact, as cited by 
Great Britain in sending out the in- 
vitations. The Kellogg treaty, in 
French eyes, is not strong enough to 
guarantee security to a nation and 
security, Paris, opined, should be the 
standard of naval measurement rather 
than the mathematical ratios as work- 
ed out in the 5-5-3 Washington 
treaty. 

The Quai D'Orsay reasoned that 
nations would be in position to con- 
sider effective land, sea and air dis- 
armament, only in proportion to the 
outside help upon which they could 
rely. Therefore a naval accord pre- 
supposes accompanying political agree- 
ments covering rights at sea of neu- 
trals and belligerents and perhaps col- 
laboration of navies against an ag- 
gressor. 

Such comment as came from au- 
thoritative sources in other capitals 
intimated this but repeated in differ- 
ent form the known French predelic- 
tion for settlement of naval strength 
on the basis of total tonnage instead 
of by categories, and for avoiding a 
naval pact separate from a world-wide 
disarmament treaty. 

Cabinet Wins Vote. 

The French representatives to The 
Hague gathering will go there with 
strengthened backing. The Tardieu 
cabinet won a vote of confidence on 
Foreign Minister Briand’s Rhineland 
evacuation policy. 

German delegates to The Hague, be- 
sides a parliamentary mandate, also 
possess a popular endorsement of the 
Young plan. This was recorded when 
the referendum of the German na- 
tionalists polled only a fraction of 
the votes necessary to make their de- 
nunciation effective. 
that the delegates have an 8 to 1 pop- 
ular backing.

cree abolishing extraterritorial rights 
throughout China. Citizens of 21 na- 
tions, including the United States, en- 
joy those rights and thus far none of 
the governments has indicated will- 
ingness to accept the change. 

Mr. Wang's future program in- 
cludes abolition of foreign navigation 
rights on Chinese coastal and inland 
waters, recession to Chinese sov- 
ereignty of all foreign settlements 
and concessions and withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from Chinese soil. 

Japanese sources, discussing refusal] 
of China to receive a new minister 
nominated by Tokyo, hinted that this 
1930 program was largely for home 
consumption and that+there might be 
a new regime in Nanking soon. 


Shadows in England. 


Soge grim shadows hang over 
British domestic affairs. The na- 
tionalists of India have refused to 
participate in a round-table talk of 
constitutional reforms with ultimate 
dominion status. Instead they de- 
mand complete independence and have 
planned a campaign of boycotts to 
emphasize their stand. 

Winston Churchill forecast a year 
of political turmoil for England. He 
told the house of commons that the 
country faces decreasing wages, in- 
creasing unemployment and rising 
prices. 

News of political violence came 
from several countries. A would-be 
assassin missed several shots fired at 
Hipolito Vrigoyen, president of Ar- 
gentina, and was himself riddled with 
bullets. Belgian police unearthed a 
plot to bomb the train upon which 
the family of Princess Marie Jose 
will travel to her wedding with 
Crown Prince Humbert of Italy. 

Mexico arrested scores of men and 
women accused of planning a revolu- 
tion in behalf of Jose Vasconcelos, 
defeated presidential candidate.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The late 
D. G. Watts, who was president of 
the New York Cotton Exchange more 
than 40 years ago, was one of the 
most successfu! operators that the ex- 


change has ever known. He once said, 

An immobile market is an artificial 
one.” This epigram may find its 
vindication in the stability of the 
present cotton market. It has fluc- 
tuated within such narrow limits that 
many are coming to regard current 
quotations as reflecting a “valoriza- 
tion” that has been agreed upon by 
the farm hoard and the co-ops. One 
result is that the spinners are buying 
only as they need the raw material 
for their machinery, and that farmers 
have sold all the cotton that they 
really need to dispose of for several 
months to come 


The future of the market has, there- 
fore, resolved itself entirely into a 
question of next year's crop. Mr. 
Alexander Legge, of the farm board. 
has made it clear that the government 
will do everything that it can to dis- 
suade the cotton farmers from plant- 
ing an increased acreage or producing 
more cotton than will be required. 
But it remains to be seen whether the 
price at which cotton can now be sold 
will deter cotton farmers from in- 
ereasing the acreage that they will 
s00n commence to plant. In extreme 
southern Texas planting now begins 
as enrly as February, and by the first 
of May it ought to be possible to get 
some sort of a line upon what the 
department of agriculture once de- 
scribed as the “intention to plant.” 

Until then very little change in the 
value of cotton seems indicated, Ex- 
ports are 600,000 bales under last 
year.

From it those who 
believe that agriculture will be given 
due consideration and protection at 
Washington will infer that present 
prices are about as low as they are 
likely to go, unless the farm board 
pulls the peg out. This seems to be 
improbable until at least two years’ 
trial has been given to the measures 
provided for in the agricultural relief 
bill. For this reason stable if not 
higher markets for raw cotton are im- 
plied barring some economic cataclysm 
that will restrict the cotton consump- 
tion of the world.

SALES” ARE. GREATER 
THAN COTTON QUTPUT 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—(Special.) 
Total sales this week were well in 
line with production. Sales of print 
cloths were again in excess of pro- 
duction though in other divisions they 
were somewhat below. Our total 
sales for the month were about 10 
per cent in excess of full production. 
Our sales for the year ended last 
night were 853,300,000 yards as com- 
pared with 795,900,000 yards last 
year and 852,500,000 yards in 1927. 

The year closes with a more hopeful 
feeling in the dry goods district. Re 
cent activity in print cloths, denims 
and chambrays has encouraged us to 
expect continued demand for these 
fabrics after the turn of the year and 
greatly improved inquiry for other 
lines of cotton goods. There have 
been some slight advances in print 
cloths, but the principal thing is that 
prices have stopped going down. Cur- 
tailment has been heavy this week, 
which wili bring the total in sheeting 
and print cloth mills for November- 
December up to approximately 27 per 
cent. This curtailment must now be 
kept up for the next few months and. 
if this is done, stocks can be cleaned 
up and prices brought back to a satis- 
factory level once more. 

Holiday trade showed no such fall- 
ing off as was feared early in’ the 
month that it would. No doubt more 
useful gifts were made and probably 
fewer luxuries were purchased, but 
the total of purchases was well up 
with recent years. 

We may have a period of economy 
ahead of us, but certainly not a 
period of depression. Economy favors 
cotton goods over other fabrics. As 
we pointed out before, cotton goods 
are selling on an _ extremely low 
basis, considerably below present price 
of saw cotton. Cotton fabrics cer- 
tainly have attractions for buyers dur- 
ing the coming season and we Jook 
for a large business during 1930, but 
cannot too strongly urge foresight in 
controlling production for over-produc- 
tion will certainly spoil the picture.

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The Business Barometer 


BY THEODORE H. PRICE 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


The week that includes the ending 
of one year and the beginn of an- 
other is rarely one of great business 
activity. The Christmas shopping 
has been done, and there is a tendency 
to relax a little before taking up 
afresh the problems that confront us. 

Among these problems there are 
two questions which thrust themselves 
upon us at this season. One is, can 
we by close study acquire a pre-knowl- 
edge of the economic future? The 
other is, would such knowledge be of 
benefit to us if we had it? 

From prehistoric times men have 
been striving to find some wavy in 
which to forecast what lies ahead of 
them. The prophets of ancient 
Israel compelled the attention of the 

ews because their predictions seem- 


ed to be vindicated, and in the 20th | 


century there are some so-called for- 
tune tellers who enjoy large incomes 
for the same reason. 

The recent boom in the stock mar- 
ket was in part due to a belief that 
we had entered a new economic era 
in which a close study of the past 
would enable us to forecast the fu- 
ture, and that there are some men 
who are clairvoyant in business is 
a mistaken belief ef which mrvv will 
never be disabused. 

Therefore, it is futile to point out 
that the future is unknowable, and 
that there are thousands of un- 
thought-of possibilities that may 
change it. Even those who are most 
sagacious cannot protect themselves 
against what is yet to happen except 
by heeding certain time-honored gen- 
eralizations that are about as obvious 
as the Decalogue. One of these gen- 
eralizations is that each year finds 
the world richer despite its wars and 
its waste. The other is the rapidity 
with which consumption adjusts itself 
t- production and the changes made 
necessary by labor-saving machinery 
or new methods, 

It is said that the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan declared that the man who 
was a bear on America would go 
broke, and the generalizations above 
- ferred to explain the logic of his 
declaration. 

The only thing to be feared is that 
we may overestimate the rapidity of 
our national progress and  overdis- 
eount the rate at which our wealth 
increases from day to day. 

Exaggerated. 

This is the mistake that was made 
by the speculators who came to grief 
last November, but the casualties of 
that episode seem to have been some- 
what exaggerated, and those who were 
seriously hurt are now being taken 
eare of in the bankruptcy courts. or 
the other hospitals that are provided 
for those who are financially wound- 
ed. Their number is_ surprisingly 
small when the decline in the stock 
market is considered. This is a for- 
ward-looking nation and most of the 
losers are at work again in the hope 
that they can repair their impaired 
fortunes by a resumption of their nor- 
mal activities. 

Even the discouragement and pessi- 
mism that a financial panic creates 
has almost entirely disappeared. For 
this great credit is due President Hoo- 
ver. He has regimented the forces of 
optimism most effectively, and avert- 
ed a psychological depression by en- 
couraging people to be cheerful. 

The available indicia of business in- 
dicate a surprisingly small recession 
in trade during November, and so far 
as they are obtainable the December 
figures are even more encouraging. 
Car loadings and bank clearings are 
running remarkably close to last 
year, and the spring promises to usher 
in a season of unusual activity in the 
building trade. The steel mills are 
quiet and many of them were shut 
down over the holidays. But this is 
partly seasonal, and automobile out- 
put is increasing. Wholesale dry 


goods business shows an encouraging 
ain which reflects small stocks in 
istributors’ hands. 

. The staple commodity markets are 
in a peculiarly interesting position. 
Recent investigation shows that there 
are over 125 commodity exchanges in 
this and other countries. Merchandise 
is bought and sold for future deliv- 
ery on about 65 of these exchanges. 
Just at present some of the world’s 
most important and essential commod- 
ities are selling at or below what 
is believed to be the marginal cost of 
production. Among them are: coffee, 
sugar, rubber, silk, cotton, and per- 
haps wool. 

Supply May Drop. 

It is almost axiomatic that the pro- 
duction of the great staples decreases 
when it becomes unprofitable to grow 
them. Therefore, it is quite possible 
that we may be upon the eve of a 
world-wide contraction in the supply 
of some of the raw materials upon 
which civilized society has become so 
dependent. This possibility is engag- 
ing the minds of many thoughtful 
men, and when considered in connec- 
tion with the inflation that may fol- 
low the adoption of President Hoo- 
ver’s spending policy, it cannot be 
ignored. Thus the steadiness this 
week of the commodities dealt in on 
the exchanges has attracted much at- 
tention. 

The plan of the interstate commerce 
commission for consolidating the rail- 
roads of the United States attracted 
the attention of the theorists. Pub- 
lic interest in the matter is, however, 
surprisingly slight, and the chief bear- 
ing that the proposals of the com- 
mission have upon the pfesent sit- 
uation is that the railroads will prob- 
ably be encouraged to improve their 
properties by way of intrenching 
themselves against consolidation more 
effectively. 

In Europe the dominating note is 
also one of optimism. Business seems 
to be becoming more active, and the 
recognition of the soviet government 
by Great Britain is expected to open 
up an important sector to English 
commercial enterprise. 

In China and India the political 
unrest seems to be becoming chronic, 
but those who are most closely in 
touch with the situation do not ap- 
pear to be apprehensive, and no seri- 
ous disturbance to the world’s peace 
is presently indicated. 

The attack on the president of the 
Argentine republic as well as the at- 
tempt to assassinate the crown prince 
of Italy are sporadic outbreaks to 
which no great or widespread politi- 
eal significance is attached; and it is 
questionable whether the risk of be- 
ing a president or a king is any 
greater today that it was one or two 
centuries ago. 

Easier Money. 

The prospect of easier money after 
the New Year seems brighter, and 
with an abundance of lendable capi- 
tal we ought to have stable markets 
for our agricultural products as well 
as our factory output. In the circum- 
stances a spring of good business ap- 
pears to be indicated unless each of 
us is successful in persuading his as- 
sociates that there is more pleasure 
in thinking that we are miserable 
than in forgetting our few sorrows 
and determining to be happy and pros- 
rerous. 

One of the discoveries made dur- 
ing the year just ended is that psy- 
chology is a very important factor in 
shaping the course of business, and 
that our prosperity is largely depend- 
ent upon our mood,

COTTON STRO 
AFTER EARLY DROP 


BY GEORGE W. FOOSHE. | 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Cotton at 
the beginning of the week just ended 


made new lows for the season for all 
active options but the decline  at- 
tracted heavy trade buying, including 
lifting of short hedges by merchants 
and fixation of prices on call pur- 
chases by spinners. This demand dis- 
closed a temporarily oversold condi- 
tion, and, between covering on the 
part of shorts and considerable in- 
crease in outside buying, the trend of 
the market during the remainder of 
this period was generally upward. 
Prices experienced a recovery of more 
than $2.50 per bale and in the end 
were approximately $2 per bale above 
_— at the close of the previous 
week. 


Volume of business was naturally 
restricted by the holiday feeling and 
by the disposition of the majority of 
the trade to defer activity until after 
the turn of the year. There is no 
denying, however, that between the 
strong technical position of the mar- 
ket and reports indicating definite im- 
provement in demand for goods, espe- 
cially print cloths, contracts were 
relatively scarce and buying was at- 
tended by more limited offerings than 
for some time. A more cheerful feel- 
ing appeared to have manifested it- 
self in financial circles regarding the 
probable trend of both commodities 
and securities and there was much 
comment on the greater disposition of 
outside interests, including Wall 
Street speculators and friends of the 
staple in the south, to enter the mar- 
ket on the constructive side, 

Indian Crop. 

The most important news of the 
week involved rumors of a reduction 
of several hundred thousand bales in 
estimates of the Indian crop and re- 
ports of a much larger volume of 
business in Worth Street ‘as well as 
in textile centers throughout’ the 
country. The rising tide of competi- 
tion of foreign growths, which reached 
greater height during 1929 than at 
any previous time in history, was the 
principal price-depressing factor dur- 
ing the late fall and early winter, 
and the prospect of a smaller crop 
in India this year naturally not only 
changed the total supply situation but 
also rendered it practically certain 
that substitution of this growth for 
American could not be continued on 
such a large scale. 

One of the largest agenices in 
Worth street reported that its sales 
of goods were the largest for a num- 
ber of months and substantially in ex- 
cess of current production. Other 
firms experienced material increase in 
their turn-over, too, and, as a result, | 
there was a general withdrawal of ex- 
isting prices on cotton textile products 
for delivery after January. Moreover, 
sellers, including the mills, generally 
demanded higher prices for prompt 
deliveries. This increased demand, 
coupled with the heaviest curtailment 
by American mills experienced thus 
far this year, put a new face on the 
textile situation. Buyers, including 
some of the larger converters, were 
of the opinion that goods were on the 
bargain counter and a much larger 
volume of business would have result- 
ed but for the firm front presented 
by manufacturers and their agents in 
the matter of prices. There was con- 
siderable increase in distribution of 
other gray goods than print cloths but 
the latter group showed greatest rela- 
tive activity and price strength. 

Spots Dull. 


In the spot demand, business was 
almost at a standstill. Sales in the 
south were less than 60 per cent of 
the previous week and they fell rath- 
er sharply below the corresponding pe- 
riod a yerr ago. Indeed, they were 
virtually the same as in 1927 when 
business in actual cotton was decided- 
ly subnormal. Spinner buying was of 
very modest proportions, despite the 
better showing of the goods market, 
there being a quite general disposition 
on the part of textile interests to 
await the passing of the holidays and 
the inventorying period before enter- 
ing the market on a larger scale. In 
the meantime, merchants appeared 
well-covered on their December com- 
mitments, thus depriving the market 
of support from that source. But, 
even though business was so small, 
there was no increase in pressure of 
owners to sell and basis was firmly 
maintained on all desirable types. As 
a matter of fact, basis advanced 
slightly on the week, the average ad- 
vance in official southern quotations, 
covering middling 7-8 inch, being 41 
points as against a gain of 38 points 
for March, New York, the principal 
basing month. 

Notices for about 70,000 bales 
against January contracts were circu- 
lated but these were promptly stopped 
by spot houses issuing them and by 
some other members of the trade. It 
is freely reported here that 10,000 to 
15.000 bales of cotton taken up on 
January will be shipped to Japan. 
The local certificated stock of about 
95,000 bales has been used by spot 
interests owing it to ote the near 
months, in which the bulk of their 
short hedges are outstanding, at a 
discount under distant months prac- 
tically equal to carrying charges. It 
has therefore exercised a very de- 
pressing influence and any diminution 
of this stock by shipments therefrom 
would be considered a highly construc- 
tive development from a price stand- 


point. ens 
Trade Optimistic. — 

Feeling in the trade here is more 
optimistic regarding the outlook. It 
is felt that the market may be rather 
slow until after the turn of the year 
and possibly until around the middle 
of January. It is emphasized, how- 
ever, that spinners have delayed so 
much in the purchase of raw cotton 
and that converters and distributers 
of goods have carried their hand-to- 
mouth policy of purchase so far that 
both of these interests are facing the 
necessity of much freer buying than 
for some time. Meanwhile the bulk

In other words, the 
opinion prevails here that all of the 
bearish factors in the situation have 
been more than discounted and that, 
with any increase in speculative ac- 
tivity the market is in position to 
give a far better account of itself 
than at any time within the past 
several months.
